SHIP ADOPTION 


Bringing Merchant Navy 
and School Together 


The annnal meeting of the British 
Ship Adoption Society was held yester- 
day in the board room of Lloyg’s 
Register of Shipping, London. Before 
the business of the meeting those 
present stood in silent tribute to mem- 
bers of the staffs of ships and schools 
who had died during the preceding 
year. 

Lord RotHerwick, chairman of the 
Society, said that they welcomed the 
presence of so many of the outstanding 
figures in the shipping world. It was 
a sign not only of their own great in- 
terest and good will, but recognition 
that the industry to which they 
belonged realised the value of the worl: 
the Society was doing in making the 
youth of our country conscious that we 
had a merchant service and the part 
it, played in our national economy. 

Mr. R. A. Borter (president) said 
that the work of the Society not only 
gave life and activity to the studies of 
children in schools, but also brought 
comfort to those on the high seas. It 
was of inestimable valte to associate 
our Merchant Navy with our children, 
and thus preserve one of our most his- 
toric traditions. 


During the meeting, Count 
Reventitow, Danish Minister in 
London, invested Mr. S. E. Britten 


(secretary) with the King Christian 
Xth Liberty Medal awarded to him by 
King Christian for his services to Den- 
mark during the war. 


EXHIBITION OPENED BY 
LORD MAYOR 


Yesterday afternoon an exhibition of 
the work of the British Ship Adoption 
Society was opened in the Merchants’ 
Hall of the Baltic Exchange by the 
Lord Mayor of London (Sir Bracewell 
Smith), The exhibition will remain 
open from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. each day 
until Friday, Nov. 29. 

Mr. R. A. Burer (president) said 
that it was the first peacetime exhibi- 
tion to be held since 1988, and it said 
much for the vitality and efficiency of 
the Society that they had so creditable 
a performance to show as a result of a 
decade’s work. The Society had two 
interests—education and shipping, to 
which shipbuilding and ship-repairing 
were closely linked. Tt had brought 
interest to the schools because of their 
association with ships, and he hoped 
it gave inspiration also to those on the 
high seas. 

The Lorn Mayor said that he looked 
upon the exhibition as playing an 
important part in the educational 
field. 


The main feature of the exhibition is 
a wall display of 56 house flags of 
British shipping companies, together 
with the red ensign. On tables in the 
hall are exhibits showing the types of 
letters and material exchanged hetween 
the schools and the ships.

133 CANADIAN SHIPS SOLD 


MONTREAL, Monday 

Up to Oct. 31 the Canadian Govern- 
ment had sold 133 of the fleet of nearly 
200 merchant vessels which it owned 
and operated during the war. Private 
shipping companies which bought the 
ships paid the Government a total of 
$62,580,000, or an average of $470,000 
for each vessel.—British United Press. 


SLOW DISCHARGES AT 
PORTS 


Britain’s Unfavourable 
Position 


AUSTERITY IN SHIPBUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondent 
HULL, Monday 
Mr. J. W. Bayrny, chairman of the 
Shipping Committee, said at the annual 
meeting of Hull Chamber of Commerce 
and Shipping to-day that a serious 
position, had developed which affected 
British ports generally. A clause was 
inserted in some charter parties to the 
effect that if a vessel discharges at a 
United Kingdom port cargo is to be 
received at an average rate of 1000 tons 
per day, whereas if she discharges in 
Germany the rate is 2000 tons, and in 
Holland or Belgium 3000 tons per day, 
This meant, he said, shipowners were 
prepared to accept several shillings per 
ton less freight for discharges at the 
Continental ports. It demonstrated the 
need for immediate action. 
Negotiations were proceeding with 
the dock authorities, who were fully 
aware of the difficulties in obtaining 
many materials. He suggested a more 
generous supply of efficient cranes at 
existing crane berths and the thorough 
overhaul of cranes at Hull in order to 
reduce stoppages to the minimum. 
Reconstruction of pre-war shed accom- 
modation must be tackled without fur- 
ther delay. 


HULL FACILITIES 


“ I know from my own experience,” 
he continued, “that most strenuous 
efforts are being made by certain ports 
in this country to attract new traffic. 
Prior to the war a large percentage of 
their trade was represented by coal 
shipments, and by reason of the almost 
complete cessation of coal exports it is 
natural they should endeavour to 
attract other traffic to their areas. T 
am convinced that given comparable 
facilities Hull can maintain and pro- 
bably improve its position. If I did 
not feel fairly certain of this it is 
obvious my company (Hllerman’s Wil- 
son Line, Ltd.) would not have em- 
barked upon an extensive shipbuilding 
programme.” Britain was very short 
of ships, he said, and also of materials, 
but if British shipping was to be given 
a fair chance action must be taken to 
give builders the materials to produce 
ships which would do credit to the mer- 
cantile marine. Shipowners were not 
unreasonable in asking that their ships 
should compare favourably with those 
of their foreign competitors. “This 
austerity and make do pepiod,’’ he com- 
mented, * has been with us far too 
long, and unless we do something it 
will stay with us for ever.’ He had 
been told by several shipbuilders re- 
cently that they would be unable to 
conform to delivery dates if certain 
classes of timber were insisted upon 
which, they said, were not available 
and unlikely to be until the middle of 
next year. 


UNSUITABLE SUBSTITUTES 


“ We are asked,” he said, “ to allow 
certain decks to be treated with com- 
position which is entirely unsuitable 
and would have to be replaced by 
timber later. I know timber for 
houses is in the highest priority, but 
surely it is elementary that if timber 
is to be brought from oversea we must 
have ships to carry it. T want a ship 
that will carry not only timber but 


general cargo and a certain number of | 


passengers, and I don’t wish to be 
fobbed off with a ship inferior both in 
construction and appearance to a 
foreign ship running alongside her. 
Other British owners find themselves 
in the same position with their new 
tonnage, and it ig not impossible that 
they may decline to take delivery until 
the builder can deliver the ship in 
accordance with the specification. It 
is not for me to dictate to the Govern- 
ment, but there can be surely nothing 
more urgent than to get as many 
British ships as possible into the water 
at the earliest moment, 

Mr. Bayley, speaking of the labour 
position at Hull, said no one expected 
the National Dock Labour Corporation 
to have a permanent labour force 
available to cope with abnormal or peak 
periods. As a palliative capable of 
immediate adoption it had been sug- 
gested that able-bodied unemployed 
willing to accept port transport work 
should be allowed to do so as and when 
required, and that other capable 
workers should be directed to suitable 
work in times of pressure. This 
suggestion had not so far been received 
favourably by the Ministry of Labour. 
The president, Mr. L. H. Downs, 
stated that various. trading interests 
had scheduled their dock requirements. 
The financial aspect had been fully 
discussed but remained the stumbling 


block. 


LYKES BROS.” ACQUISITIONS 


NEW YORK, Monday 
The lrykes Bros. Steamship Com- 
pany has bought 10 C-2 type ships 
from the Maritime Commission at a 
cost of about $10,000,000. This brings 
the total of vessels now owned and 
operated by Lykes Bros., to 43. Appli- 
cations by the company are still being 
considered by the Maritime Commis- 
sion for the purchase of six more C-2 
type steamers, and the Commission is 
expected to reach a decision soon.— 
British United Press. 


EX-GERMAN TONNAGE 


Invitation to Tender

SEAMEN’S DEATH RATE 


Sevenfold Increase During 
War Years 


SIR W. P. ELDERTON’S ANALYSIS 


Sir William P. Elderton, formerly 
Statistical Adviser to the Ministry of 
War Transport, yesterday read a paper 
before the Institute of Actuaries giving 
the figures of deaths and illnesses of 
merchant seamen during the war, The 
figures showed that the average death 
rate over the six years 1939-45 in- 
creased sevenfold, and for the middle 
period of 1941-43 was 10 times heavier. 

From statistics of deaths reported 
to the Registrar-General of Shipping 
and Seamen covering 1933-1945 Sir 
Wirrtam Exprrron showed that deaths 
directly due to enemy action were 
28,230 (of whom 4993 were Jasears) and 
deaths from other causes were 6388 (of 
whom 1257 were lascars), making a 
total of 84,618 (of whom 6250 were 
lascars). The figures, Sir William 
pointed out, showed that not only had 
there been over 28,000 deaths due to 
enemy action but there had been an 
increase in the number of deaths from 
other causes a8 compared with deaths 
of seamen in peacetime, The obvious 
inference was that the increase was due 
to increased marine accidents, worse 
conditions, greater exposure, &c., but 
such causes as the following might 
account for the increase, wholly or in 
part: (1) Different registration, i.e. 
deaths had been included during the 
war that would not have been included 
in peacetime; (2) increased population 
of seamen; (3) increase in the average 
age of seamen; (4) a less good state of 
health of the men sent to sea owing to 
shortage of seamen; (5) a general 
jncrease in mortality during the years 
of the war. 

Examining these five possibilities, 
Sir William said that the Registrar- 
General of Shipping and Seamen was 
of opinion that certain small wartime 
changes in the recording of deaths had 
not materially affected the value of the 
figures, although if a man was dis- 
charged at a British port because his 
state of health was such that he could 
not continue his occupation his sub- 
seqnent death would not be included 
in the table of the Registrar-General 
of Shipping and Seamen. Also the 
latter did not include deaths from 
enemy action of those who died ashore 
in the United Kingdom after leaving 
their ships, and the figures given there- 
fore understated the mortality from 
enemy action. 


FEWER AND YOUNGER MEN 
To arrive at the population of sea- 
men, Sir William analysed figures 


| gavel ab pre-war censuses of seainen 


and then made allowance for wartime 
circumstances, coming to the general 
conclusion that if censuses had heen 
taken on the same lines as before the 
war they would have obtained figures 
for the war period less by about 10 per 
cent, than those of the censuses in 1937 
and 1938, owing to the decrease in 
British registered tonnage, the exclu- 
sion of vessels such as armed merchant 
cruisers, &c., and the heavy amount of 
tonnage under repair, but allowing for 
the increased size of crews. As to the 
average age of seamen, which on, 
June 15, 1938, was about 36, two 
samples of British seamen of 500 each 
were taken in 1945, from which it 
appeared that the average age was 
about 32. That was sufficient evidence 
that the average age in wartime was 
less rather than greater. 

With regard to the state of health 
of men going to sea, there was no relax- 
ation in the rules as to evidence of 
fitness, but possibly the strain of service 
might have had some effect. That, 
however, could be regarded as a cause 
due to the war. As to the last possi- 
bility of wartime mortality, Sir 
William pointed out that judging from 
the insurance officers’ experience there 
was no reason to accept that as an 
explanation. There was, in fact, some 
evidence that apart from direct war 
deaths the mortality rate had been 
light rather than heavy. 


EXCESS DEATHS 


Estimating the excess deaths of the 
war, Sir William said that the average 
yearly number of deaths for the six 
years 1933-8 was 814, or they might 
make the figure a little higher by 
including the experience for the first 
eight months of 1939. The number 
they would expect for the six years of 
wat would be about 5000 if the pre- 
war census figure still held, or 4500 if 
the pre-war census figure was reduced 
by 10 per cent. The figure of 6388 for 
deaths from other causes was therefore 
an excess of 1388 or 1888, according to 
the view taken as to the correct war- 
time census figure. Taking the four 
years 1935-8 for estimating the pre-war 
deaths, they would have reached an 
excess of 1184 or 1704. Adding those 
figures to the (28,230) direct war 
deaths they reached totals lying 
between 29.414 and 30,118 as their 
estimates of the effect of the war on 
the mortality of merchant seamen. 
1 hat was an understatement so far as 
ib excluded deaths in the United King- 
ee from wounds. 

_ The speaker then explained that the 
increase in deaths from causes other 
than enemy action had been due 
largely, but not entirely, to an increase 
in accidents. The deaths from 
accidents recorded by the Board of 
uate for 1937 and 1938 were about 
280 a year. So that in the six years 


of war they would expect about 1680 
deaths from accidents if the population 
remained the same, or 1512 if they 
allowed for a 10 per cent. decrease in 
population. The total accident 
deaths in the war were, however, 2488, 
showing an increase of 808 or 976. As 
those figures were less than those given 
for the excess deaths from all causes 
other than enemy action, there must 
have been an increase of deaths due 
to disease. 

Caleulating the excess 
Sir William proceeded: 

“The average of the two census 
figures for 1937 and 1938 including 
Jascars was about 160,000, and if we 
allow a 10 per cent, decrease we reach 
about 144,000 as an estimate of the 
average number of merchant seamen 
‘at sea’. The average annual excess 
deaths over six years of war are, sub- 
ject to the various points already dis- 
cussed, about 5000, and this would 
betoken. an extra death-rate of 3.4 per 
cent. on a population of 144,000 or 2.7 
per cent, if we use a population of 
between 180,000 and 190,000. The 
higher figure (3.4 per cent.) gives the 
extra death-rate among the number of 
seamen who may be regarded as ‘at 
sea’; the lower figure (2.7 per cent.) 
distributes the extra. deaths over the 
whole group of serving seamen and 
underestimates because excess deaths 
due to the war occurred ashore in the 
United Kingdom, but as we do not 
know how many there were we cannot 
say by how much the 2.7 per cent. 
should be increased, and can only con- 
clude that the excess death-rate of 
serving seamen exceeded 2.7 per cent. 
and was less than 3.4 per cent. If the 
extra war deaths ashore in the United 
Kingdom were 1000, which seems pos- 
sible (from figures given in an appen- 
dix) these percentages would each he 
increased by 0.1. s 

“ This, however, is not the whole 
story. It will be noticed that the pro- 
portion of lascar deaths from enemy 
action is about 174 per cent. of the 
whole, whereas the proportion of 
lascars in the population is about 22 
per cent., so that the British seamen 
have had a higher excess death-rate 
than appears from the extra death- 
rates for the whole. 

‘ It must also be borne in mind that 
by using the six years September, 1939, 
to September, 1945, we are merely 
giving an average for that period, 
and this obscures the very 
heavy extra mortality in 1941, 1942 
and 1943. Taking those three years 
together the average annual excess 
number of deaths was over 7500, or 
50 per cent. greater than the average 
for the six years and at a time when 
the tounage and therefore the man- 
power was at its lowest. Tnstead of 
having such exira, rates of mortality 
as the 3.4 and 2.7 per cent., we should 
find for those years rates of about 5 
and 4 per cent. 

“Another way of appreciating the 
magnitude of the increase in mortality 
is to compare the average peacetime 
deaths that occur in the merchant ser- 
vice. i.e. 814 for the years 1933-8, with 
those in the war, neglecting the minor 
adjustments as to population. The 
average annual number of deaths in 
the six years of war was 5770, or seven 
times as many; the average number in 
the three years 1941, 1942 and 1943 
was over 8000 or 10 times the peace- 
time average.”

HIGH DISCHARGE RATE 


Since the Merchant Navy Reserve 
Poo] was set up, information had been 
available of the reasong why men left 
the Merchant Navy. The average 
monthly discharges through the pool 
for 1943, 1944 and 1945 (to August) for 
physical reasons had been high com- 
pared with the population, and the 
predominant causes had been nervous 
disorders and digestive disorders. The 
discharges for: physical reasons over 
this period averaged about 600 a 
mouth, or roughly double the number 
of deaths among Europeans (lascars 
were not in the pool). As regards the 
condition of health of the men on dis- 
charge, it was estimated that probably 
over 60 per cent. of the men discharged 
in 1943 for physical reasons and about 
40 per cent, of those discharged in 
1945 (when discharge was given more 
freely) would be regarded by a life 
assurance company as uninsurable or 
insurable only on special terms, 

The total rate of wastage, including 
deaths, age retirements and discharges 
from other causes, was over 10 per cent, 
per annum. That showed that the 
population of merchant seamen was a 
shifting one even during the war, in 
spite of the restrictions imposed hy the 
Essential Work Order.

CLYDE PILOTAGE 


Decline in Revenue 


From Our Own Correspondent 


GLASGOW, Monday 
The annual meeting of the Clyde 
Pilotage Authority, over which Mr. 
James Leggat presided, was held in 
Glasgow to-day. Mr. Barciay 
| HogartH, chairman of the executive 
committee, said that the report was on 
the last complete financial year, 1945. 
Owing to the end of the war, traffic 
and revenue were much reduced. Pilot- 
age dues were £85,461, compared with 
£166,797 in the previous year. Expen- 
diture had been considerably reduced. 
Principally on account of being able 
to operate the service with three pilot 
boats, they now had only the Cumbrae 
and Gantock, which were in commis- 
sion, and the launch Kempock, which 
was kept for relief purposes. Members 
would recollect that the excess of ex- 
penditure over revenue amounted to 
£8576 after they had taken £6579 from 
reserve to meet the statutory yearly 
amount which they had to pay to the 
Pilots’ Benefit Fund. The reserve fund

had therefore been debited with a total 
of £15,155. In view of the position, 
they had increased pilotage rates and 
charges by 20 per cent., and all other

U.S. SHIP SALES 


Recent Transfers 


WASHINGTON, Monday 

Transfer of title of 82 war-built mer- 
chant vessels sold between Aug. 12 and 
the middle of November and the names 
of their new owners are announced by 
the United States Maritime Commis- 
sion. The list includes 41 Liberty 
ships, 17 tankers, eight Victory ships 
and 16 vessels of various dry cargo 
types. More than half of them have 
been purchased by 19 United States 
firms. The Eastern Gas and Fuel 
Association bought seven Liberty 
ships, the largest acquisition by any 
one company, while the Matson Navi- 
gation Company followed with the 
purchase of three C-3 type vessels and 
three Liberty ships. 

Seven foreign Governments pur- 
chased 33 ships of various types. 
Fourteen were acquired by Norway, 
seven by the Netherlands, five by 
Argentina and four by Panama.
